Xiii.BON, B.C., June 28,— James Wood 
and Ja ineB McDonnld, the prisonors who 
succeeded in making their escape fiom 
the jail iiere on Friday last, have Leon 
recaptured and will take tlieir trial at 
the assize court which is still in session. 
Wood is under indictment for the mur- 
der of Samuel L. Wood in October last. 
Details of the recapture are thna related 
in a special from Waneta to the Koss- 
huid Miner : 

"The whole countryside has been 
aroused by the sensational capture of 
Woods, ■who escaped together with the 
lad McDonald. The escape was made at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday, and the two man - 
aped to Ret half way to Ymir that nigtit, 
although it is now ascertained that the 



Before Woods could get his shot in, 
however, his gun was seized by Consta- 
ble Aylyn, of Davits party, while Mr. 
Clark had the murderer by the throat. 
Eventually Woods was securely hand- 
uufi'ed without baving-injured anyone. 

"His companion McDonald bad en 
deavored to draW; his six-shooter, but I 
was nblo to eeopre.him before he could 
do so, and he subsequently suf- 
fered me to secure his arma with 
out trouble. The two, once more 
in security, were conveyed 01 
the liandcar to Waneta, where consta 
bias Ilooaen and Ince were found ir 
waiting. Tliey were lodged for the 
niglit in the saloon of the Hotel Waneta 
under a strong guard. 

"The chief credit of the capture is 
certainly due to Mackinnon, who not 
only displayed admirable finesse in the 
manner in which he induced tiiom to 
board the car and engaged tliern in con 
versation calculated to banish any latent 
suspicions tbuy might have, but also 
proved liirnself a man of considerable 
couratie and strength in tlie plucky man- 
ner in which he tackled his formidable 
antagonist." 

Woods and McDonald were brought to 
Nelson by McKinnon. The grand jury 
bad found true bills against both before 
their escape, and Superintendent Huasey 
had offered a reward of $500 for their 
apprehension.

" The first news of them was gained 
from the section man at Hall .Siding, 
wiiose cabin they visited in his absence, 
taking from it a rillu, six shooter, pair of 
pants and HOine otlier articles. They 
also took a (luantity of ammunition for 
the rifle, which was found to be the 
wrong sort and proved of no nee to 
them. Next day it was reported iu 
Ymir by Mr. Baird tnat they had met 
him and en>inired of him the nearest 
way to Boundary. 

" Subseqbently constable Ince and 
ex-constable Maukinnon came down the 
track to Ymir on a hand car. Thinking 
tbepardes they.were in pursuit of must 
hi somewhere between Halt and Ymir, 
party in the latter town 
track. Tiie party, of whom 
your correspondent formed one, was 
posted en cache beside the track with 
orders to iiokl up anyoiK; answering the 
description wlio aliould hapjien to pass. 
Shortly after the patrol from Nelson ar- 
rived and from tliem it was gathered 
that they were not on the line of the 
Nelson side of Ymir. 

" Accordingly Constable Ince, accom- 
panied by Messrs. Mackinon and E. P. 
Clark and your corre.spondent, took the 
handcar and worked it down to Waneta 
that night (.Saturday). It afterwards 
appeared they actually passed over tlie 
miscreants, wtio were asleep in a culvert 
under the track iust west of Salmo. 

"Reaching Waneta, which is one cf 
the only tsvo practical ways of escape 
across the boundary (the other being t!ie 
Salmon river ferry), we found Constable 
Duvitt, of Trail, with a party from that 
town keeping watch on the bridge. No- 
thing furtlier transpired during the 
niglit, and about 2 o'clock lo-duy Mac- 
kinon, accompanied by Mr. Clark and 
myself, started back along the track on 
the handcar. 

" Nobody at all answering the de- 
scription was discerned uiilil we ar- 
rived within a mile of Northfolk when 
on turning a bend wu observed two per- 
sons liurriedly leave the track and turn 
into the bush. The liandcar was run 
right past the place at which they had 
entered the bush and round the next 
bend, after which we returned through 
the bush, keeping our guns at the ready 
in case of emergencies. Findingnothing 
after some delay we determined to re- 
turn on the handcar for a little way 
along the track. 

" We had liardly gone a quarter of a 
mile when we again observed two figures 
proceeding up. They agahi disappeared 
on liuaring our approach, i^eaving the 
car again we walked along the track 
conversing loudly upon irrelevant niat- 
tcrs, and carefully kcojiing our weapons 
out of sight. Mackinnou cu tliia occa- 
sion caught sight of the two individuals 
partly hidden in the bush, and immedi- 
ately identified the elderas being Woods, 
the esitaped murderer. 

■' Without making any sign of his hav- 
ing recognized him, the car was hrouglit 
up and elowly worked past the s])Ot. 
This time the two had evidently gained 
confidence and were found sitting open- 
ly upon a log on the side of the track. 
The car was immediately stopped, and 
Mackinnou inquired if lie could oblige 
them b)' giving them a lift on the way. 

" After some hesitation Woods ad- 
vanced, followed by his companions, 
and we observed that both gripped their 
guns in their pockets. They mountetl 
the car end wo all proiieeded towards 
Sayward, the miscreants appearing to 
be ([uite ignorant of our real 
purpose, although Woods subse- 
quently stated that ho was perfectly well 
aware of our intentions. 

"His plane, )iO',vever, wore frustrated 
by the sudden appearancii of Cona'ablo 
Davitt and liis party. Woods inirni di- 
ately jumped oil' the car, gripping hj 
six shooter. Before he had time to use 
it, however, Mackinnon had jumped 
on him and . brought him to 
the ground. I had myself 
drawn a revolver, but found no 
opportunity to shoot without injuring 
^Iclviiinon, who was in a .tufflciently 
perilous condition from the re- 
volver which his antagonist held.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier iu the Imperial 
Cominions— Invited to 
Bucking:haiu. 

London, June 28.— The colonial pre- 
miers have passed a busy day. Lord 
Rosebery gave them a luncheon, at 
which most of the Liberal ex-ministers 
were present to meet them, and subee- 
quently they attended a garden party, 
where they met Mr. Chamberlain, and 
were pret cut at two receptions tliis even- 
ing, one given by the Duchess of Aber- 
corn and the other by Sir Henry Irving 
at the Lyceum theatre. 

The royal family being anxious to see 
the colonial contingent, '.t has been ar- 
ranged that they shall all attend at 
Buckingham Palace next Saturday tin- 
ier Lord l<'rederick Roberts and Major- 
General Iver Herbert, where the Prince 
of Wales will inspect them, though the 
date for this has not been fixed. It is 
expected that the Prince of Wales will 
present them with Jubilee medals. 

The Canadian Premier, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, and a number of other distin- 
guished people visited the Strangers gal- 
lery of the House of Commons to-day. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, after leaving the 
gallery, conversed with Mr. Jamea Ho- 
gan, anti-Parnellite member for the 
Middle division of Tipperary, the well- 
known writer on colonial afTaira. Mr. 
Uogan, however, was unable to attend 
the meeting of the colonial party owing 
to his presence being required at the 
Queen's garden party. 

MoNTHHAL, June 28.— The Star's Lon- 
don cable says: "Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and the other colonial premiers lunched 
witli Lord Rosebery in Berkley Squarti 
to-day. Their reception by the ex-pre- 
mier of Great Britain was most cordial. 
This function assumes importance as an- 
other evidence of Lord Rosebery 's han- 
kering after public life again, and a de- 
sire to take a full share in the develop- 
ment ot the new Imperial policy, which 
is now engaging the largest attention of 
British statesmen. 

'The Canadian troops are sightseeing 
to-day. To-morrow the officers attenu 
the commander-in-chief's levee in 
Whitehall. On Saturdiay evet^^^^Oana- 
dian received a medal from the Prince 
of Wales. Everywhere men and officers 
are being splendidly entertained with 
free entrance to all theatres, music halls, 
etc. They speak with especial pride of 
their reception at Portsmouth on Satur- 
day by the civic dignitaries, the mayor, 
the admiralty and the cheering crowds. 

"Ttie papers to-day pay particular at- 
tention to the impression made on the 
Uunadians by the naval review. They 
treat Canada at tlie pivot of the - new 
imperialsm, and liope Saturday's gorge- 
ous spectacle will induce them to join 
the Australiasians and South Africans 
in taking the first step towards the fed- 
eration of the Empire through tile 
navy." 1 

The Renown, which was Admiral 
Noel Salmon's flagship at Saturday's 
great pageant, takes its post on the 
North American station in the autumn, 
when the Canadians will have the 
chance of repaying the British atten- 
tions.

It is true that mining tor the precioua 
metale has abborbetl as well as made for- 
tunes. But the losses in mining invari- 
ably spring from bad business nietiiods, 
and also liecause miningaflbrdaan easier 
field than any other for the dishonest 
speculator to operate in. 

Take the British Columbia country 
for instance. The discoveries in Trail, 
in Boundary, in Slocan, and in Fort 
Steele leave no doubt in the minds of 
sane men but there are vast deposits of 
precious metala as well aa of copper and 
lead in British Columbia. Generationa 
to come will find that province the home 
of multitudinous and prosperous mininc 
towns. 

But the system of conducting the 
mining Ijusiuesa in tliat country will 
liave to be revolutionized. After some 
years' experience I can clearly see that 
it won't work. The shrewd prospector 
and the promoter gets the money, and 
the prospect itself and capital gets 
neglect. This lias arisen from the fact 
that capital has not been combined so as 
to protect itself and insure against losses. 
In the rivalry begotten of the develop- 
ments in the War ICaule and Le Koi, 
every prospector who had a hole in ttie 
fcroand and an ore discovery in the Trail 
Creek country convinced him.self tliat lie 
had a mine, and asked for it from 
live to a hundred^ thousand dollars. 
The public was eager for invest- 
ment, and the promoter had to aatisfy 
tlie public. The Jishoneat promoter 
never looked for minea, but for 
locations which would catch the gullible 
jiublic and for those he gave but little 
money. Tlie honest promoter was com- 
pelled to pay too high a price for pros- 
pects and through him so had the pub- 
lic. Tiie prospector and his associates 
and the dishonest promoter alone beue- 
lited by this state of aflairs, and it is 
time to call a halt and for capital to 
combine for protection. 

No doubt many good mining men and 
mininc operators were carried away 
during the " boom," partially losing 
ttieir heads, but it is ever thus. Hope 
and enthusiasm are catching, and the 
coolest heads are not proof against 
then). 

All this W.1S forcibly brought to my 
minil by an interview whicli I had to- 
(hiv with Clarence King and a talk of K. 
K.' Brown's, which I have just read. 
Both men easily stand among the very 
lew great mining eiigiiieera. The word 
of either can procure or turn away mil- 
lions from a mining camp or country, 
and therefore hIiouUI be lieeded. " Vou 
have a great district in llossland," said 
Mr. King, " but I am afraid things are 
mixed nj) so badly that you will have 
grievous difhculty in securing capital for 
your mines." 

On account of its imjiortance 1 gi\ e 
Mr. Brown's interview in full. He 
says: "British Columbia is probably 
the beat partially developed mining 
country now attracting the attention ol 
the financial world. The discoveries 
made witliin a few years stamp it as the 
repository of extremely vahialile dejios- 
its of lead, gold, silver and cojiper. It 
has, however, suflered from the blight 
of an unwarrantable ' boom.' Its lir-it 
dificoveries invited a rush which devel • 
oi)ed into a ])erfect pandemonium of 
speculators and boomers, whoso chief 
aim seemed to be to cross-cut their ac- 
quaintances and stope out the bank 
balance of a too confiding public. Worth- 
less claims and indill'erent prospects 
have, by the legardemain common to 
qnestionable mining promotion, been 
converted into million dollar companies 
and the script foisted upon the public by 
clever- • artifices and adveriisemenis 
which, while they might elicit the 
plaudits of the ' green goods ' operators 
and others of the ' bunco ' fraternity 
would scarcely find commendation from 
those who make mining operations con- 
form to the rulea of business and speiui- 
hitive fairnesa. It is a pity that many 
good mines; the many honorable and 
competent mine seekers and owners and 
the country in general sluuUd suHtM' fr(.iii 
the batiefii'l eU'ect of such practices, ljut 
the remedy is with the investing public, 
li the pulilic invc'stH without exerci.-:iijg 
that prudence which seems to vanish 
only when it speculates in mines it will 
continues to lose its money and British 
Columbia will develop slowly indeed be- 
cause the contributions of the investors 
will go only into the pockets of un- 
BCrapulouB boomers and not into that 
development work which the country 
needs and merits." 

It must the recollected that no man is 
better posted on British Columbia mines 
than Mr. Brown. For a year he has had 
from fifteen to twenty men employed in 
the examination and exploitingof British 
Columbia mines under his own special 
inspection, and has now from thirty to 
forty men ocuui)ied in tlie same way. 

It would be idle to enlarge or criticize 
a plain. Straight out from the ahoulder 
fitBtement.like this, ' especially when 



its trutli is patent. Febulous 
wealth is undoubtedly stored away in 
the mountains of British Columbia, but 
it will take big capital to get that wealth 
out. Capitalists who make mining a 
business and capitalists who are invest- 
ing in mines must first and before all 
learn to buy no prospect till the best of 
expert testimony lias been passed upon 
it. Again and again the blunder liaa 
been made of buying piospecta on bo- 
calied reports made by would-be mining 
engineers who had acquired their en- 
gineering knowledge bolnnd the bar of a 
saloon or at the gambling table or at 
some other kind of a iiarasite in mining 
camps. Mining engineers like R. E. 
Brown, Clarence King, John Hays Ham- 
mond and Hamilton Smith are not es 
plentiful aa blackberries, but nre as rare 
as Ben Johnson's and Cervantes'. They 
have and need not only knowledge, tal- 
ent and oxperiesice, but they must liave 
that indescribablo something which men 
call genius. But such men know their 
j;o\yei' and if capitalists want it tliey 

liave to Dfty foi' it, 

The great and important lesson wliicli 
recent events in the mining industry 
teft^heg is this: Get the best and most 
expert "testimony before you invest a 
dollar in a mining venture, and then go 
ahead and, with ordinary bi;_^,,jj,jjj gfvi.,gij 
and sagacity, yoi; ,viii win, tuid win big. 

More.ovor, the folly of paying pros- 
pectors tlioUCUnds of lioJlara for a diseov- 
ory niU?tBtop. The lUfcoVerer, like the 
laborer, is entitled to hia rewartl, but his 
reward should aircoffipany and not j)re- 
eede the reward h>'[ cai)ital. Not a dol- 
lar should ever bo \kiU\ for a prospect or 
for a mine greater than tliat which the 
ore in sight can pay back to the in- 
vestor. 

The development of 'A\o gold and cop- 
per and silver and lead mines of the 
United States anil Canada is a iiiiestion 
of paramount importance to the jioople 
of this continent. It is tlie minus of the 
western hemisphere that will rescue the 
nations of this continent from financial 
vassalage to I'.uropo. The Rocky Mount- 
ains, from the liulf of Mexico to the 
Behring Straits, are storehouses of gold- 
en treasure for the people, which wiU 
beget eras of uuparallelled prosperity 
for tlio people of the Nortli American 
continent. All this is true, but the 
mothoda tor proinoling this great and all 
important industry must be improved. 
There must be combinations of capital 
as in other great enter|)ri;?es, and capi- 
tal must employ the best of expert testi- 
mony and the greatest business ability 
to conduct its operations.

THE ISLAND PARLIAMENT. 

Uusiilcnts of Prince Edward to Cboose Tlieir 
Liiwiuukeis iind Their Liquors 
in Mid jnly. 

— The Prince 
i;dward Island legislature has been dis- 
solved and the nominations set for July 
11, Willi election on the 2l8t. The poll- 
ing takes place on the day previous to 
that fixed for voting on the Scott Act in 
Charlottetown. 



TARIFF REHSION. 

Senate of ttie United States Makes Good 
Progress in the Work. 

Wasiiinc.ton, June 28. — The semite 
made good progress an the tariff bill to- 
day, and disposed of the paragraphs re- 
lating to hides, which have been the 
source of much controversy. As finally 
agreed upon, the duty on liides is placed 
at 20 per cent, ad valorem, in place of 
1,'; cents per pound, aa originally report 
by tbe finance committee. 

On the iron ore paragraphs the pend' 
ing provision gave a duty of 40 cents per 
ton on iron ore, including inaganiferous 
iron ore and the dressed ore residum 
from burnt pyrites, with a proviso re- 
lating to the account to be taken of 
moisture in weighing the ore. Mr 
Allen ollered new amendments, which 
were agreed to, adding to the first clause 
of the paragraph as reported. Magnese 
ores, ^1 per ton ; also Basic slag, ground 
or ungroung, if 1 per ton. 

Mr. Allison projioseil a substitute for 
the paragrajih relating to cattle, aa fol 
lows: hess than a veav olii, !f2 per head ; 
on all other cattle, if valued at not more 
than $11, $;i.oO a head ; valueil at more 
than :f 1 1 and not more than .^25, 26 per 
cent, ad valorem ; valued at more than 
if2r), 1)0 jier cent, ad valorem. 

The substitute was agreed to. 

An abrupt and startling interruption 
in the debate occurred at 2:30 p.m 
when in tlie middle of a passionate 
speech, Senator Pettigrew, silver Re- 
publican of South Dakota, was stricken 
with paralysis in the vocal chord which 
brongrit his vehement speech to a close 
with a sentence half uttered. The 
Senator was not phyaicially incapacitated 
except iu the sudden' losauf the power of 
B|iei'cb. 

Although he took his seatunnided, his 
associates felt that grave possibililie 
were invulv(;(l in sncli an attai'k. lie 
left the cliamliei' soon after and was 
taken borne by his frieiuia. The debate 
proceeded but no further progreaa was 
made and theawe-like feeline occasionec: 
liy this event led to an adjournment at .' 
o'clock. 



IN BROAD DAYLIUHT. 

Masked Rotil)ers Hilp Themselves to 
Aloney in, a Dakota Bank. 

Di Aowoon, Dak., June 28, — Four 
masked men to-day made a successful 
attempt to rob the Butte County bank 
at Bellefourche. Entering the bank 
with revolvers drawn, they ordered llie 
customers present and bank ollicialo to 
hold uj) their hands. A little hesitation 
on lli(^ part of Cashier IMarble drew a 
tliot from the gun of one of the robbers 
which clipped off a portion of the 
cashier's right ear and forced compliance 
with the demand. 

The safe and counters were relieved of 
the cash they contained, and the robbers 
mounted their horses, which had been 
conveniently stationed, ami rndo away. 
-•Vn alarm wan, immciliately given iiiul in 
a few iiiinateH a will iiioiihUmI and 
armed inisie was in jinrsiiit. A fc\\' 
miles from town the posse (•ame up with 
the tiigilives and a running liglil ciisiieil, 
which rusulted in one of the robljera sur- 
rendering. 

Ttie others being better iiioiuited con- 
tinued tlieir llight. liiit are being closely 
pursued and have few chances ot escape. 
Tlio day was favorable for a raiil on the 
bank, the weather bemu siwh that it 
kept the townspeople oil' the wtreets, and 
the robbers having little opposition had 
(piite a start before the alarm was given.

DUTY ON SEALS. 

[From the Fur Trade Kovlew.] 
A discriminating duty on the skins of 

tenialo seals has been suggested to the 
Treasury ofhcials as a means ol arresting 
tlieir slaughter in tlie waters of the 
Northern Pacific. It is thought that if a 
duty of twenty per cent, were levied on 
the male skins and forty-five or fifty per 
cent, on the female the importation of 
female skins would cease, and the motive 
tor killing them at sea would be largely 
diminislied. 

We thiuK 1S97 will pass into historyaa 
11 year specially remarkable for freaU 
legislation, and therefore we do not see 
why a particular duty on female seals, 
or a tax on female wearers of female 
seal skins, should not pasa in the 
crowd. Such a duty would doubtless be 
a good thing, and therefore many 
unite in an endeavor to push it along, 
and the further they push it along the 
[letter they will like it; but unlese the 
hill providing the duty is carefully 
drawn and extremely specihc in all its 
stateiueiite, embracing every possible 
view of the nuestion, it will result 
in a double liardaliii) for our over 
worked custom house ajjpraisera and 
oilier ollicials, and might even 
worry the courts with an excess of busi- 
ness, for witii a duty of fifty per cent, on 
female sealskins, and a duty, as at pre 
sent, of thirty per cent, on manufactur- 
ed furs, the Knglisb manufacturer or 
any other foreign manufacturer who 
may elect to produce seal gniments'and 
sundry small articles of sealskin 
will have a very decided advantage 
over the American manufacturer, unleae 
figures have materially changed with re^ 
gard to the habit of telling the truth. It, 
might be necessary in case this special 
female seal duty is inipoEcd, to also 
have a separate and distinct rate of dnty 
on sacipies, capes and collars and 
other novelties unule of female 
Healskiiis, which might be a ditli 
cult duty to collect without n series of 
i-lialk marks or other cabalist ic signs to 
indicate the sex beyonil (iiiestioii. As a 
measure for preventing the capture of 
female seals this specihc sealskin duly 
would be a failure; for the higher the 
duty placed on such skins the 
more prohibitory it would be not 
of leinale seal catching, but of 
female seal importing, aud as a conse 
(jiience the United States, to wliicli 
tlie seals belong, in the minds 
great and variable, would under such 
a duty on female sealskins be able to 
import only male sealskins, with tho re 
suit that "all abroad" would reiiuiro 
and readily absorb the largest |)ob- 
rible catch of female skins, giving tlie 
poachers, whether Canadian orAiiieri 
can, a ''lull day's uork with a full day's 
|>ay " while the season lasted, .'-^oiik! of 
naaiewontto think that a good liigb 
duty IB a cure for every ill 
known to human kin 1 ; and 
our learned counsel before the 
Arbitration Tribunal at Paris iirgui'd 
that seals were almost human, it is not 
altogether strange that some one, from 
force ol biibit, tliould suppose that the 
same remedy, if applied in heroic 
measures, would suflice for the preaerva 
tioii of fur seals in general and female 
seals in iiarticular.

THE COAST AND THE INTERIOR. 

Saturday night's meeting in this city, 
trfaen rightly undei stood, showed in n 
marked manner how closely identiDeJ 
are the interests of the Coast and the 
Interior, and will, we hope, be the first 
step towards a complete understanding 
on all questions between these two sec- 
tions of the Province. The object of the 
meeting was to promote an enterprise^ 
in which, it is true, the Coast is greatly 
interested, but which means very much 
to the Interior. Who were the men who 
asked the Jlayor to call that meet 
ing? At the head of the list wo 
find the name of Mr. James Dunsmuir. 
The last signature procured before the 
petition was handed to the Mayor was 
i'y&t of R. P. Bitbet & Go. Between these 
two names were those of some of the 
strongest business houses in the city, 
and the only reason why every business 
house was not represented upon it was 
because of the holidays, which kept 
every one so busy that only a compara- 
tively few people could be seen. But 
the list, as it stands, is one that shows 
the business men of Victoria to be eager 
to do all in their power to promote the 
interests of the Interior. We concede 
freely that this eagerness is not wholly 
disinterested. Our alTection for the In- 
terior is not a platonic one. We will 
concede, for that matter, that it is not in 
tbe least dieinterested. We are writing 
to practical people about a practical 
matter, and are not going to be so absurd 
as to claim that the interest which Vic- 
toria takes in the Interior is purely a 
Bympathetii; one. It is a practical busi- 
ness interest. The two localities have 
almost every interest in common, and 
the Victoria people have shown that they 
recognize this. 

With the result of Saturday night's 
meeting before us, wo think we can 
assure the people of the Interior 
that they can count upon the assist- 
ance of this city in any efTort 
that may be necessary to secure the 
railway construction that they so much 
need. We have noticed in a late issue 
of the Toronto Globe a statement that 
the construction ol a railway through 
ttie Boundary Creek country is not 
thought to be necessary this year. By 
whom, may we ask, is it not thought to 
be neceisary? The contention of the 
speakers and the resolution adopted at 
Saturday night's meeting were that it is 
necessary ; the opinions expressed at 
public meetings at Grand Forks and 
Trail, and by the city council of Ross- 
land, were that it is necessary; the voice 
of the Kootenay press ia a unit as to its 
necessity, and we think that these meet- 
ings and these newspapers are quite as 
able to form an opinion on the subject 
aa the Toronto Globe. Our contention 
ia, and we are satislied that it will be en- 
dorsed by the whole of the people of the 
Coast and the whole of the people of the 
Interior, that delay in this matter may 
work great injury. " Time is the essence 
of this matter," said the Hon. Mr. Turn- 
er in his Saturday night speech. That 
this is true will bo testified by all who 
have taken tlie puins to ac(iuaiut theiii- 
selves with the facts. There is no time to 
wait while rival competitors for fran- 
chises settle their differences. The men 
who have been developing the Boun- 
dary Oieek country have, in very many 
cases, gone almost as far as they can un- 
der present conditions. They have tliou- 
sands of tons of ore out and aro waiting 
for means of shipment. Money is need- 
ed for the further development of this 
great region, and it is all ready to be in- 
\68ted, but it is uaelesB to expend it un- 
less 'there is an immediate pros- 
ptjot of Better menus of communi. 



cation. Lot a railway be begun from 
Penticton to the South ...tbiBv year, and 
those who are interested" in "the Boun- 
dary Creek country will begin at once 
to get ready to ship ore the moment the 
road is completed. Delay completion, 
and the men who own the money v.iU 
look elsewhere for investments, and all 
the work of interesting capital will have 
to be done over again. All this may 
seem unimportant to the people who 
look through the same spectacles as the 
Toronto Globe; but, if so, we believe it 
is only because they do not understand 
the facts of the case as they exist. 

We confess to an utter inabilitjr to 
appreciate the position taken in this 
matter by the Vancouver World, which 
tries to make it appear that the only 
agitation now made for the construction 
of a line into the Boundary Creek coun- 
try this year is in the interest of town- 
site boomers, and that every one else is or 
ought to he satisfied with postponement. 
Fortunately for British Columbia the 
federal ministry know the situation and 
its exigencies too well to be misled by 
such unjustifiable assertions, and we 
doubt if its members will thank the 
World for coming to their support with 
such balderdash. We question how 
much tbe Minister of Bailways will feel 
gratified over the implied inference that 
he was willing to recommend a subsidy 
to Penticton in the interest of townsito 
boomers, and that he was only pre- 
vented from so doing by the lieroic 
efforts of Dr. Milne to secure if50,000 for 
the Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern char- 
ter. We think the World neither does 
itself or the Province justice in treating 
this question as it doe?. 

The interest of the Coast in this mat- 
ter arises not only from the fact that 
everything that tends to promote the 
prosperity of one part of British Colum- 
bia must necessarily benefit all the 
other parts. We have a much more 
direct concern in the matter than that. 
Misdirected influences may prevent the 
construction of a CJanadian line into tlie 
Boundary Creek country tills year; but 
it will not prevent the United States 
roads from reaching out for the businesB 
of that promising country. Let the Unit- 
ed States roads get there first, and the 
Coast will have to fight for a part of the 
trade that it can secure in its entirety if 
the Canadian line is built first. 

But if it is the interest of the Coast 
that the Interior should be developed, it 
is no less the interest of the Interior that 
the Coast should be prosperous. The 
Coast cities will remain important com- 
mercial and financial centres, and mining 
and other business propositions from 
the Interior will always be benelited by 
the fact that in these cities there will be 
strong influences, financial and other- 
wise, that can be relied on to aid in their 
promotion. Tbe muddle in railway mat- 
ters will not be wholly to be regretted, 
if it shall lead the people of tbe Coast 
and of the Interior to see how much they 
have in common, and how absurd it is 
to say that their interests are in any 
sense antagonistic. 

QUARANTINE AGAIN. 

Senator Macdonald moved a resolution 
in the Senate not long ago which was 
adopted. It urges upon the government 
the necessity for employing the latest 
improvements in sanitation and disin- 
fectants at William Head, the perfection 
of arrangements to secure as great com- 
fort as possible to passengers, and the 
adoption of the policy of fumigating and 
disinfecting steerage passengers from the 
Orient before embarkation. Copious 
extracts from the Colonist were read, 
and the discussion showed how great an 
impression the incident of the Empress 
of China baa made. It is fair to say 
that none of the .speakers, even by infer- 
ence, censured Dr. Watt for his conduct 
in that case. The Hon. Secretary of 
State pointed out that there would be a 
good deal done this year in the way of 
improving the station at William Head, 
and that other improvements were un- 
der consideration. lie said that the de- 
partment would uladly receive all sug- 
gestions as to tlie proper inaintenaiico of 
the station, and would carry out such aa 
are approved of. Tiie disinfecting of 
steerage passengers at tbe point of em- 
barkation would not be overlooked. 
After the Secretary of State had spoken 
Senator Ma'.'donald expressed him- 
self as fully satisfied tliat the 
government is alive to the exigencioa of 
the case. The Coi.o.nist feels that this 
discuBBion and the full a^i^reciation of 
the requirements of the /quarantine sta< 
tion are, in some measure, due to its 
efibrts, and it wishes to express its satis- 
faction that the government is awake to 
its reeponsibilitieH in the matter, and 
with the prospect of the quarantine regu- 
lations being so framed and the quaran- 
tine station being put in such a condition 
that we will have a maximum of safety 
with a minimum of inconvenience to 
travellers.

It has remained for tho Times to en- 
deavor to make political capital out of 
Saturday night's meeting, but it has 
made very little. It closes an article, 
which may be construed according to the 
fancy of the reader into an expression of 
satisfaction or disaatisfaction, with the 
remark tliat "if tlie provincial govern- 
ment liail the interests of tlie province 
at heart, it would find a way out of the 
difficulty and make the Ooast-Koote- 
nay line a certainty." This is a 
very plain proposition. Now, will 
the Times take tho public sufii- 
cienlly into its confidence to tell what

in the weat rim of pit No. 2. 

The result cannot but be considered ns 
very satiafactory.

THE FISH CliEKK IlISCOVBBIES. 

JohnT. Fillmore, a New York mining 
man, went out to the new Fish creek 
discoveries last week and returned to 
Rossland with a wonderful collection of 
ores. The discoveries were made a few 
miles up Fish creek and about a mile 
and a half inside the Canadian boundary. 
It is about ten miles from'Waneta up to 
the centre of the new district. There 
were 150 proapectors camped along tbe 
creek when Mr. Fillmore left. He 
says that there ia no doubt about 
the richness of the ore and it appears 
to be there in great quantities. The 
ledge he examined most carefully, 
that; of the Gladstone group, carries an 
immense body of ore between walla of 
porphyry and alate. The ore ia quartz, 
carrying, galena, gold and copper. One 
sample taken from across eight feet of 
the ore hudy went :f71, 2-1 in all values. 
Mr. Fillmore aaya the vein appeared to 
be at least; -10 feet wide, and he says it is 
one of the largest and liaeat ahowingahe 
ever saw. Owing to tbe (lithculty of 
3roB|)ecting, only about 20 locations had 
jeen made, but on every stream very 
rich float is found, showing the whole 
country to be cat up with veins. Ar- 
rangements will be made at once to ship 
ore from the Gladstone, as every pound 
taken out so far is of shipping grade and 
will he sent to a smelter aa soon aa it can 
be got there.

The Conncil Eecommendea by Mayor 

Bedfei'n to Take Steps to 
r • • ;BulId 'One. ; ., 



TYediiesday Morning: the City'3 Kep- 
resentatives on the Hospital 
Board Will Be Chosen. 



At the openin<; of laat night's city 
coxinuil meeting. Aid.' Partridge, on a 
Question of privilege, took exeeption to a 
communication in tho Province com- 
plaining tliat the council did not aufH- 
ciently enforce tho tramway reguliitiona. 

In reply to queationa by tho alderman, 
the Mayor Btated that Hpecinl policemen 
iiad been engaged during the Jubilee to 
look after the bridges, and that these 
police had inBtructiona to carry out the 
Tegulations. lie had himeulf seen the 
police stop cars and make some of the 
passengers get out when there were too 
many aboard. At the Point Ellice 
bridge there was a poUcemnn at each 
end and one also at the truss. 

Aid, Partridge proceeded to complain 
that one special policeman on Jamoa 
Bay bridge had allowed overcrowding, 
. and he was surprised that no accident 
had happened. 

Aid, McCandless supported what the 
Mayor had stated, and remarked that as 
sjxjcial constables had been engaged and 
the police directed to carry out the regu- 
lations, it was not the council's fault if 
anything had gone wrong. 

Aid. Wilson from hia observations 
thought the police had done their duty. 

The Mayor took occasion to convey to 
the aldermen hia thanks to the police 
and tho public for the excellent order 
maintained during the ,Tubilee, when 
each a large number of visitors were in 
town. Everything had gone amootiily 
and without mishap, which waa matter 
lor congratulation considering that dur- 
ing those few days no leaa than 57,000 
people had been carried on the tram cars. 

Aid. Hall echoed the Mayor's remarks, 
and thought Aid. Partridge must be mis- 
taken about his reference to James Bay 
bridge. 

This brought Aid. PartridRS to his feet 
again to say that he knew what he was 
ialking about. 

In connection with a reijueat from a 
■widow with a family, to be allowed to sell 
candy in the park, Aid. Partridge re- 
marked that tlie cliairman of the park 
committee had given a permit to a young 
loan to sell. 

The incident dropped hero, the Mayor 
Baying that the iaauance of such a permit 
was in the Mayor's hands alone. 

The invitation of Vancouver to take 
part in .the Dominion Day celebration 
•was accepted with thanks. The Mayor 
asking that as many aldermen as pos- 
sible make it a point to attend. 

An ofTer from Swinerton & Oddy of the 
chippings on the parliament building 
j-'roundsat 25 cents a load waa referred 
lo the streets committee to report. 

When reporta were reached, the street 
committee recommended that the side- 
walk on David street be repaired. Re- 
garding the. request on behalf of the 
DeCoamoa estate that the city pay $3,- 
200, the amount expended by Hon, A. 
DeOoemoB on certain streets, the com- 
mittee recommended that the request be 
not granted. 

^. recommendation was made by tho 
same committee that the construction of 
the Princess street drain be proceeded 
with forthwith. 

A motion to amend the report by 
striking out the " forthwith " in regard 
to the Princess street drain, and to add 
that the work be done after the Goree 
road is finished, was opposed by Aid. 
Harrison, but the amenament carried. 

In the finance committee's report re- 
Gommendiiig the expenditure of $3,454, 
Aid, Partridge objected to an item of 
$275 for Rock Hay britlge. He had un- 
<leratood when the $800 alre.idy expend- 
ed waa asked for that that would com- 
plete the bridge. 

The Mayor did not want to see this 
entire matter gone over again after it 
had been threshed out two weeks ago, 
and Aid. Stewart took exception to Aid. 
Partridge's words and construed th'im 
into trying to place on the shoulders of 
the street committee blame that did not 
belong there. 

Tlio rejjort was adopted after Aid. 
I'arlridge had entered another protest 
about !fi)70 which was in excess of the 
monthly appropriation for roads. 

cjome diacuBSion arose as to the Mayor's 
notice recommending that n by-law be 
introduced to levy a rate to provide an 
official residence for the Admiral. Tho 
amount expected to he expended waa, 
he said, hetweeu ^IL'.OOO ancM.11,000. 

Aid. \'igeliua would oppose any in- 
crease of taxation without putting a by- 
law first before the property-owners for 
their approval. 

In this Aldermen Harrison, Kinsman 
and ilall joined. 

Aid. McCandleaa, however, was quite 
ready to assnnie the responsibility of 
voting for a by-law as suggested by the 
Mayor, but would like to see a full 
Iward meeting present, and according 
advised that the matter be laid over un- 
til the next meeting. 

Aid. Wilaoi} conourrered with Aid. 
McGandlesB and apoke heartily in favor 
of the by-law. 

He was followed alopg the same lines 
by Aid. Partridge, 

The Mayor explained that all he had 
done was to make a recommendation in 
accord with the amendment that waa 
unanimously aaked for from the legisla- 
ture by the council. 

The l)y-law, on tho motion of Aid, Mc- 
Candless, waa accordingly laid over un- 
til next meeting. 

Aid. .Stewart waa uranted leave to 
bring in a by-law to regulate wash- 
houses and vcrandiiliH, and the revenue 
by-law waa reconaidered and finally 
passed. 

The council adjournctl until half-past 
June on Wednesday morning, when they 
will elect their five representatlveB on 
the board of the Jubilee hospital.

President of the' Berlin Geographical Society 
Visiting the Province. 

■There arrived in the citv tho other 
day Professor Dr, von den Sieiner, jiresi- 
dent of the Gnosrapliical Socletv, Ber- 
lin, who is on hia way to the South Seas 
for the ' purpose of exijloiing tho Mar- 
quesas islands, where he will remain 
about a yejir. Dr. von den Steiner is 
interest(id in the archa-logy of the Biit- 
ish Oohimhia coast, ami intends belore 
leaving for the south to pay a visit to 
tho west coast of Vancouver Island to 
make some investigations reszanling the 
Indians there, being accoiupanied by 
Mr. Carl Loewenberg, German consul. 

During his stay hero ho has been busy 
making intjuirieB and collecting what 
data he can in connection with our local 
Indian tribes, and was preaont lasteven- 
ing at the Natural History Society, with 
some of the members of which ho has 
been engaged in archiulogical research. 

Dr, von den Steinen, ^as his position 
indicates, is a scholar of rather more 
than ordinary standing in his own coun- 
try, and has contributed largely to geo- 
graphical and archioloaical science. He 
inadi) a voyage to the South Pacific and 
around the world during the years 1870- 
1S8L In 18S2 he made an expedition to 
South Georgia Lslaiid, near the conllnes 
of the South Arctic circle .ind had one 
year's residence there. Hi! conducted 
two expeditions to the Shiniino river, 
Brazil, in the years ISSI and I8S7, a dis- 
trict which, up to that time, had not 
been visited by white men.

The many citizens and viaitora who 
have expreeeed regret that no bicycle 
races were provided aa a feature of tho 
hite-gone carnival will now learn with 
satiafaction that at a meeting of the V. 
W. C. executivo yesterday, a race meet 
was decided upon for Saturday week, 
which to the lovers of track contestB will 
celipse in interest and importance any 
fii in ilar event in tlie history of the i)ro- 
vince. The piouramme 'will of courec 
include all the UBual amateur and pro- 
feaaioual races, for which there will 
doubtless be a large entry, as the meet 
fits in neatly with an attractive circuit. 
But. in addition, it is anticipated that 
Will J. Evans, the great rider in pace, 
who has just made a clean sweep of the 
Montana circnit, will be on hand with 
bis quad, and two triplets, each manned 
by an expert and capable crew, to give 
the Oak Bay track the honor of a com- 
plete new set of Canadian records. That 
lie expects also toeatablish a new world's 
record at the five mile mark, shovi's the 
rider's confidence in hia ability. The 
track, it may bo noted, luis been swept 
and rolled and watered continually since 
the 22nd of May last, and is now in such 
shape that visiting riders have no heaita- 
tion in pronouncing it faster to-day than 
any other courae in tho great Weat. It 
will be kept juat ao, and with moderate 
wind and fair weather livana should 
have no difficulty in giving an exhibi- 
tion such as will be written iu red for 
aucceseive generations of riders to read 
about. 

Tlie race meet question was the prin- 
cipal one disposed of at yesterday's 
meeting. It was, however, decided to 
viiioroualy protest against the injuetices 
heaped upon Victoria at the last meet- 
ing of tho C.W.A. district board, and to 
insist upon tho championship meet com- 
ing to Victoria this season, aa agreed by 
the clubs of this city, Vancouver and 
Wellington. 

VANCOUVER WILL IIAVE A MEKT. 

Although it appeared very doabtful if 
tbe Vancouver Bicycle Club could make 
such arrangements with tbe Brockton 
Point Aesociation as would permit them 

to hold a Dominion Day race meet, some 
adjustment of the difi'erencee has evi- 
deiilly been reached, for a first-class 
afternoon's sport ia announced for Fri- 
day of tliia week. It will be remembered 
how generously the Vancouver club sur- 
rendered Dominion Day, wlien it would 
have been posaible for thoai to draw a 
much larger crowd than on the Friday, 
to oblige the Wellington cycliata ; the 
latter, as well as al! interested in sport 
liore and in the Terminal City, should 
now get to work with a will to make the 
Vancouver races a great succeee. The 
programme embraces' all the usual ama- 
teur and professional events with suit- 
able prizes in each.

A storm, a fog or some otlier unknown 
Ciitiso has worked the coinpleto deatriii;- 
tion of the Yictcria sealing schooner 
Agnes Macdonald on the Japaneee coast 
— just where or when remains to be ex- 
plained. The meagre information an- 
nouncoJ caiuo in a cablegram to R. P. 
Rithet i'^ Co. , Ltd., from Hakodate on 
Sunday. The message stilted briefly: 
" Agnes Jlacdonald total lose; crew all 
saved, witli 489 skina." The news spread 
rapidly along the waterfront yesterday 
and even into the business centres of the 
city, tor the scliooner's record, her 
beauty and her speed have attracted the 
attention of moat people who take an in- 
terest in matters maritime. The schoon- 
er was tlie pride and joy of Captain Cut- 
ler, her skipper, and his afl'ection for lioi' 
was continuously manifested, for the 
vessel always looked the picture of clean- 
liness and neataeBB. Btiilt as a cutter in 
Shelbourne, N.S., in 1881 for tbererenue 
marine service during tUe regime of the 
late Sir Joho A. Macaonatd, whose wid- 
ow's name the craft bears, the schooner 
poasessed all the necessary qualifi cations 
for speed and comfort. These qualifica- 
tions became recognized througtiout all 
Canada, and Captain Cutler knowing 
her well, was on hand on tha echooaer's 
retirement from the revenue service to 
buy her over for Victoria sealers. He 
lelt Halif.tx with his handsome pur- 
chase on November 6, 1891, and arrived 
here on the 5th of April in the next 
year. Since then the vesBel has not 
missed a sealing Beason, and each year 
sailed out of port under the one and 
same command, of Captain Cutler. The 
schooner, which registered 107 tons, was 
very differeat in Gonstruction from any 
other vessel belonelnK to the British 
Colambia fleet. Her Iceel was three 
feet thick, leaving tbo vessel 'e draught 
at fourteen feet, which quality it was 
Intended should give her steadiness, 
Another peculiarity of tiie Macdoiiald's 
build was her bowsprit, one solid piece 
of timber. The v.eHael carried 1,.S00 
yard.s of canvass and could rnn away 
from most craft. On several occasions 
Captain Cutler was anxious to get up a 
race with companion sealers, but either 
tbrougli a lack of interest Bomewhere or 
a fear of liia racer, hia endeavora were 
always frustrated. The Macdonald at 
the time of her loss was fully insured in 
Lloyds. Her owners were Captain Cut- 
ler, Messrs. John i'..irnsley, George 
Brown, and John 1{. Collistur. She was 
worth, with sealing eqaipment, fully 
iflS.OOO. 

I'llOMI'T ACtJUIICSCKNCE. 

It was only on Friday last that the 
sealing men whose vessels are now on 
the NVeat Coast applied for the (Quadra's 
presence in the neighborhood to termi- 
nate tho trouble in obtaining crews, and 
yet so little red tape has been called into 
service in connection with tho request 
tliat the steamer left on the desired mis- 
sion last evening. She will journey as 
far north as Kyuqaot on the present 
trip and incidentally overhaal the buoys 
and beacons— few and far between— 
which serve as aids to the navigation of 
the West Coast waters. In connection 
M'ith tiie tiuadra'a duties, a correspond- 
ent, who, it is siiid, speaks for quite a 
number of residents besides himself, 
writes to the Colo.vist for information. 
" Is this Canadian government steamer 
so pressed with work," he asks, " aa to 
necessitate lier taking supplies to the 
lighthouses on Sundays, tiiere being no 
immediate demand for tlie sanie'.-* if 
this is necessary," he adds, " it shows 
that wc need another steamer to assist 
the Quadra. Otherwise let the men 
have their Sunday rest. If Sunday ob- 
servance be the expressed sentiment of 
the people of Canada, snrely the govern- 
ment Bhonld set a good example."

A PIONEEll DEPARTED. 

M. M. Kngllsti, of Lulu Isl.-incl, Closes His 
Eyes in Death. 

At his home in Lulu Island, on Friday 
last, M. M. English, the prosperous 
salmon canner and pioneer of the indus- 
try on the Fraser liver, closed his eyes 
in death. He had been gradually grow- 
ing we.iker during several months past, 
even despite a tour to California, which 
it had been lioped would much improve 
tiia health ; yet no one looked for so 
speedy a coming of tbo end. It was in 
fact only a fortnight or so ago that Mr. 
Knglisliand his family visitfd Victoria 
to meet a relative arriving by the Cali- 
fornia steamer, and be ut that time ex- 
pressed himself as " feeling better than 
lie liad for years." The hope of his 
friends that he would recover for added 
years of usefulness proved, however, to 
be based upon a shadow, for on Friday 
morning inflammation of tho bowel 
caused Mr. English to take his bed, and 
by 10 o'clock the same evening, despire 
the efforts of the beat physicians from 
Vancouver and WeatminBter, he was 
dead. 

The late Mr. English, a son of John 
M. and Ann Maria English, was born at 
Charleatown, W.V., April 8, 1840, re 
ceiving bis education in his native state 
He familiarized himself with farming, 
milling and mining in the Eastern 
states, and in 1877 took up his residence 
in Ihia province. Shortly afterwards he 
entered into partnership with a fellow 
resident of New Westminater, Mr. Adair 
and establiahed at Brownsville one of 
the first and most fiimous canneries on 
the noble Fraser. Later be became aa 
Eociattd with Mr. T. 10. Ladner and jMr 
Alexander lOweii in another similar en- 
terprise, and still later he erected and 
operatetl for a time the old Phoenix can 
ncry, near Steveaton, the fust cannery, 
by the way, on the lower part of 
the river. I'or many years ho was ac- 
tively identified with the busicesa of the 
Fraser valley in various capacities, al 
though during recent years be had re- 
tired from the activity of commercial 
life. 

Mr. gnglisb was married in 1 8GS to 
Misa Moliueaux, of Aurora, Cal., and 
leaves a family of eight, of whom four
